LebaMON, bid., Feb. (?.— La«t Saturday 
Dight a negro forc ibly entered the home 
of Mrs. Mary Akers, four miles east of 
this dty, and criminally aesaulted Mrs. 
Akers; He first knocked at the door, 
saying that hs was a hackman from 
Lebanon, who liad bronght oat some of 
her relatives. Mrs. Alters did not open 
the door, as her husband was abHont 
from hortie, and the ff-llow then forced 
his way through a window and over 
powered the woman hy threats. 

After bis dspartors Mrs. Akers went 
to the boms of a telatlTe, some distaiice 
•way, and gave the alarm. Pmsnit was 
immediatslv given, and Mrs. Akers' sos- 
tridons of the identity of her sssailsnt, it 
IS claimed, were oonflrmed, by Ihuling 
tnidn laading in the snow to tbe home 
ot Frank Hall, colored, who livsd with 
his fattisr, Levi Hall, one mile away. 

Hall was arrested and bronght to this 
dty, but there being danger of mob vio- 
lence-, Jndge Neal israed an order for his 
removal to a place of eafety, and he was 
taken to Indianapolis for the night. Yes- 
terday he was returned here, that a pre- 
liuiinarv examination might be hud. 
Meanwnile a crowd of angry men gath- 
ered in the streets, and the chances for a 
lynching were favorably canvassed. 
Several relatives ot the outraged wouiun 
were partii uliirly bitter against the ac- 
cused, iiiiil advised that the jail be 
Stornii d. 

The 8lu-ri(f < anie out of tlio jnil at 2 
o'clock with Hall to takr him into rir- 
<'uit court for a siiecily triiil. Jnst as 
they caine out the mob. wliicli I" l u 
shiverinK around in the cold, uwaitin;,' 
Hall's iippciiraiu'c, miul% a lunge for 
hini. Tlie hhuritr and "clcjiuties dr. w 
their revolvers, but did unt liri'. The 
howling iiKiij fwiiKlit .li -ji. r.itely for thf! 
negro, and three times got the rope 
around his hi'ad and pulletl liim ov r in 
the courthouse yard. 

The sheriff by this time had reinforce- 
ments, and Hall wius fii-st tugge'cl one 
way and then another. Tlic sherui 
finally got the liftter of the mob and car- 
ried the prisoner into court, where Judge 
Neal demanded 1,000 men depatiaed, If 
necessary, to keep the jieace. 

The indictment was theu read and 
Hall plea<Ied guilty, and was sentenced 
to iil years in prison. 

Judge Neal made a speech imploring 
the mob to disfK'rse and let the law take 
its course. Hall wan then locked up in 
Neal's private office. 

Fifty deputies wer(< sworn in shortly 
afterward to convey the prisoner safely 
to tlie train on liis way to the peniten- 
tiary. The<leputies liud several sharp 
enoonnters with the mob, but succ-etnled 
finally in landing him on the train. Ten 
of the deputies swcompanied the sheriff 
to Indianapolis. The pri.soner will be 
taken to the Michigan City prison at 
ooce. 

Hall said in an interview that lie was 
not guilty of the crime. When asked 
* why he ha<l pleaded guilty, he replitxl 
that he did so because he was afraid of 
beins lynched and if ha plead guilty he 
woma be taken away from Lebanon 
promptly and thus escape mob violei.ce.

After the Burrill had 
passed New Anjer, a Dutch udlitary set- 
tlement on the (;oa8t of Java, and wiw 
well infli<le the straita, the boat pulh d up 
rapidly on flm slow moving ship, and 
finally, a« it pulled up cl< ser to hun, he 
became suspicions. The Ixjat was 
crowde<l with 00 or 70 .Malays, and when 
a man, who seemed to b - the leader of 
the party, hailed the Burrill and a«ked if 
they mitjlit come alK)ard, ('ai)tain Tr»- 
fery shouted back a rt.'fu.sal, but said one 
man might come on deck. 

The boat pulled in alongsiilo of the 
ship, and an soon as the seeming leader 
of the Malays had grasp^-d the rojH and 
had started up the ship's side, ( ',i|.tHin 
Trefery sheered off from the ho it. The 
Malay pretended he wanted to s"II fruit, 
but Captain Trefery doubted his .storv. 

After remaining on Iward for sonu 
time, and the ship having cleared the 
ptraits and reached th*' o|ien s a. Uu 
Malay started to his boat and he and his 
rough-looking companiOM tfMppiared 
among the islands.
